Another m urder 
mystery of the 
early days of Hansen Is believed to 
have been uncovered when workmen 
leveling what was supposed to be rn 
natural mound on the farm of John 
Noland, near Junction City. uncovered 
A tomb 30 feet In diameter which 
contained portions of three skeleton* 
believed to be thoae of white people. 
The skulls do not resemble those of 
Indians, and In on*3 skull a small hole 
such a8 could be made by a bullet 
was found. 
The forehead bone of 
each is prominent, like that 
of 
the 
white race. 
One man waa of un­ 
usual stature, aa is shown by the 
bones found in a corner of the room. 
There is a tradition among the old­ 
er residents of Junction City that a 
family of whites disappeared myste­ 
riously years ago and was thought to 
have been murdered, but this cannot 
be verified. 
When the first white settler came to 
this section the mound 
was 
there. 
Recently John Nolau decided to level 
it and use the land. 
The workmen 
•truck what s p e a r e d to be a stone 
wall. 
They dug deepe r and around 
it and sewn uncovered a tomb 30 feet 
lo diameter with stone walls IO feet 
thick. 
The top, 
which 
had 
been 
arched over at one time, had caved In. 
It was 4 feet high. 
Entrance waa gained to the tomb 
by a passageway 3 feet wide and a 
chamber IO feet long. 
The tomb had 
been constructed of natural surface 
rock. 
The tomb contained 
trinkets, 
g' us or other articles oy which Iden­ 
tification could he made possible The 
authorities who have taken charge of 
the find have not yet been able to tell 
whether any one of the three skele^ 
ton* is that of a female.

a child, with all knowledge of th* 
hiding place of the gold gone 
Before 
he died a year ago hta memory of 
the gold rush returned to him and he 
was living again In the past that pre 
ceded his part In the conflict. 
It was during these last 
momenta 
that the old man told his son and the 
mother where he had burled what he 
claimed was a corf one 
The son la 
hurrying to unearth, lf possible, the 
buried treasure. Anderson said: 
"My father said he burled the gold 
under a corner of an old adobe tavern 
patronized by the miners in the early 
days 
This tavern was in Long Valley 
at a point half way, I have learned, be­ 
tween the present town of Newcastle 
and Auburn. 
I have learned through 
correspondence that a family by the 
name of Scott occupies the tavern as 
a farmhouse and that 
the 
country 
around It Is devoted to the raising of 
citrus fruits.

More Used in the Year 1909 Than In 
Any Other in History— Also 
Price Was Lower. 


More cement was used in the United 
States in 11*09 than in any other one 
year in its history, and the price by 
the barrel was lower. 
In IOO* the pro­ 
duction was 52.910.025 barrels, valued 
at $44,547,*579; in 1909 the production 
was t>4.19t),28t> barrels, worth $51,232,- 
979 at the mills. 
In 1908 the average 
price of a barrel of Portland cement 
was 85 cents; in 1909 the price aver­ 
aged SI cents produced at 14*3 plants 
In the country. 
Twenty-one 
plants 
were in Pennsylvania, twelve In Michi­ 
gan, ten in Kansas, eight 
in 
Ohio, 
seven in New York, six in Indiana, five 
In Illinois and five In California. 
In 1880 a barre) of Portland cement 
brought three dollars, due to the scar­ 
city of the material whose production 
devolved upon slow, crude processes. 
Today It Is manufactured to sell at 80 
cents a barrel and show a profit. 
Most 
of the cement produced is consumed 
in the United States, the export prod­ 
uct ranging from one to three per cent, 
annually. 
W ith the immense natural 
reaources for ifs manufacture, 
how­ 
ever, it is anticipated ny government 
authorities that in the near future the 
foreign trade In cements will show 
large in the sum of the nation’s export 
trade.
